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In 1933, Utah Governor, Henry Blood, signed the sales tax bill into law. The tokens quickly became known as 
"Blood Money." At first the rate was three-fourths of a cent for a dollar sale, then changed to 2 cents for a dollar 
sale. The aluminum tokens were worth one mil, and five mil. In 1942, plastic tokens were issued, due to war 
demands on aluminum. Green was 1 mil. Gray was 2 mil, and orange was 5 mil. Sales tax token use was 


officially ended in Utah in 1951.
